Report of School Board 


With the exception of the spring term of school on 
Bridgewater hill our schools have been very. successful. 
While we encourage and approve of the visiting of the 
schools by parents and residents of the town, we do not 
approve of the large number of visits made by non-resi- 
dents which were made at the fall term of the turnpike 
school. It was done merely out of curiositv, it made it 
unpleasant for the teacher and disturbed the school. Nor 
do we approve of the offering of prizes by any one except- 
ing the teachers, as it causes unpleasantness and hard 
feelings among the scholars. We find there are 28. chil- 
dren.in town between the ages of 5 and 16 vears, 19 boys 
and 9 girls. 


DISTRICT NO. I, RIVER ROAD SCHOOL 


_ Spring term of 12 weeks was taught by Mrs. S. Iva- 
nette Gray. Number of pupils 6. Roll of perfect atten- 
dance: George W. Cass, Emma S. Gray, Helen B. Gray, 
Morris Bean, Inza R. Mitchell. This was a very successful 
term of school. 

Fall term of 9 weeks taught by Miss Hsther S. Draper. 
Number of pupils 4. Roll of perfect attendance, George 
W. Cass. Miss Draper also taught 3 weeks in the Nichols 
district, but owing to the small number of scholars the 
school was closed. Miss Draper is a young teacher but 
bids fair to make an extra good teacher. 


DISTRICT NO. 3, BRIDGEWATER HILL SCHOOL’ 
Spring term. ‘The first 4 and 4-5 weeks of this school 
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were taught by Mrs. Blanche N. Goss. At the end of that 
time Mrs. Goss was suddenly called away, and Mrs. Carrie 
Applegard finished the term, teaching 5 weeks. Number 
of pupils 5. 

Fall term of 12 weeks was taught by Miss Eva D. 
Smith of Raymond, N. H. Miss Smith is an experienced 
teacher and this was an extra fine school. Number of 
pupils 12.
